Mrs. Perry told officers she and her , 
husband fled to France last F ebru­ 
ary shortly after the revelations of i 
the Edward Litsinger-M yrtle T anner 
Blacklidge $50,000 ‘‘faro swindle” at 
Sp ringfield, 111. Mrs. Blacklidge, for­ 
m er Collector of In tern al Revenue 
for N orthern Illinois, said she was 
swindled out of th e m oney in a card 
game. 
Litsinger, a Chicago p olitic­ 
ian, adm itted lending Mrs. B lack­ 
lidge th e money but said the loan 
was not for the gam bling game. 
Cursed Officers. 
Perry, shot down last night as he 
step p ed from the garage of his fa th ­ 
er-in-law , John C annif, cursed offi­ 
cers who questioned him before he 
died. 
‘‘I t’s none of your business,” he 
told officers. 
To a nurse, however, 
he said the shooting was done by ‘‘a 
friend.” 
T he bullet which caused Perry’s 
d eath was fired from the rear. 
It 
entered his head a t the base of the 
brain and came out of his mouth. 
T h at revenge ra th er th an robbery 
was the m otive for th e killing was 
indicated by the fact th a t $300 in j 
cash and 
some 
exp ensive 
jew elry ! 
were not taken. 
Descriptio ns Tally . 
Mrs. Blacklidge, w ithout being told 
of the descrip tion 
the dead m an 
gave th e Chicago Daily News a de­ 
scrip tion of th e ‘‘P arker” who had 
tricked her. 
T he descrip tion tallied 
generally. 
She said he was six feet 
or more tall, about 40 years old. w ith 
steel blue eyes and straig h t brown 
hair, weighing around 
180 
to 
200 
p ounds. 
T he form er Revenue Collector told 
the Chicago new sp ap ers 
she 
could j 
not come to South Bend because of j 
a severe cold. 
F ingerp rints were taken of Perry'. 
They were 
to 
be 
com p ared 
w ith 
fingerp rints of George <Bigi Perry, 
alias Parker, who was 
one 
of 
the 
three m en sought after the Black- ; 
lidge-Litsinger affair. 
T he two other m en sought in con- i 
nection w ith the swindle were Roy J 
Browder, alias Burgess, and Roscoe j 
Reynolds. 
Chicago p olice said th a t 
if Perry p roved to me the swindle 
susp ect, 
his 
alleged 
accomp lices 
would be hunted on the theory th a t 
they may have killed him because 
he failed to divide th e p rofits.

Perry told him her husband had 
been ‘‘afraid of getting bump ed off” 
for several weeks.

Only a few p ersons were living at 
the resort, since the regular season 
dors not s ta rt until June 1. and it 
was necessary to call fire comp anies 
from Pittsfield, about 20 miles dis­ 
tan t; Lee and Stockbridge to aid the 
local firemen. 
The Asp inwall hotel, leading hos­ 
telry in th e resort, was burned to 
the ground. It was a 400room struc­ 
ture. 
Only the caretakers were in 
the p lace when the lire, of undeter­ 
mined origin, started. 
The p o’ice dep artm ent received no 
rep ort of deaths or injuries in the 
blaze, although hazardous conditions 
were encountered in fighting it.

THE PRICE OF PRIVILEGE. 
Chicago is just catching its breath after a heated mayora- 
ty election, New York is shaken by a dozen charges of civic 
corruption and inefficiency, and the old question of honesty 
in municipal government is coming up once more to plague 
the mind of the American citizen. 
Honesty in government, though, is a queer thing. 
We all 
give it lip service, hut we seldom have any clear idea how to 
get it. 
Generally we let it go by concluding that there are 
some dreadful rascals in this world and that everything 
would go smoothly if only they could be quietly chloroform­ 
ed. 
But it's really a complicated problem. 
A little passage in 
the autobiography of Lincoln Steffens, the famous old ’‘muck- 
raker” and one of the wisest students of government tins 
country ever bred, sheds some interesting light on it. 
In this passage Mr. Steffens tells of a conversation he once 
had with the late Tom Johnson, famous two decades ago as 
a reform mayor of Cleveland. 
Mr. Steffens asked the may­ 
or what caused corruption in politics, and Mayor Johnson 
replied: 
“ First you thought that it was bad politicians, who turned 
out to be pretty good fellows. Then you blamed the had busi­ 
nessmen who bribed the good fellows, till you discovered 
that not all businessmen bribed ami that those who did were 
pretty good businessmen. 
The little businessmen didn't 
bribe; so you invented the phrase ‘big business,’ and tha t’s 
as far as you and your kind have go t; that it is Big Business 
tha t does all the harm. 
“ Hell! 
Can’t you see that it’s privileged business that 
does it? Whether it’s a big steam railroad tha t wants a 
franchise or a little gambling house that wants not to be 
raided, a temperance society that wants a law passed, a poor 
little prostitute, or a big merchant occupying an alley for 
stora ge— it’s those who seek privileges whe corrupt, it’s 
those who possess privileges who defend our corrupt poli­ 
ticians. Can’t you see tha t? ” 
Mr. Stations adds; 
“ This was more like a flash of light than a speech, and us 
I took it in and shed it around in my head, he a dded: 
‘It i 
privilege tha t causes evil in the world, not wickedness and 
not men.* ” 
There is enough unaccustomed truth there to keep one 
thinking for a long time. 
It is especially pertinent today, 
when the old issue of municipal corruption is on the stage 
again. 
Ponder over it for a while and you will begin to un­ 
derstand why a strictly honest government is so hard to a t­ 
tain.
